There are now at least 20,000 spar­ 
rows in San Bernardino. 
This is 
the estim ate of R. B. Herron, bird 
expert. 
That the sparrows are now doing 
damage running into thousands of 
dollars a year is the opinion of Her­ 
ron. 
Many ranchers close to the 
city are shooting sparrows in an ef­ 
fort to protect their crops but other 
sparrows take their place. 
There 
are bands of sparrows numbering as 
high as 300. 
San Diego County is conducting a 
systematic 
campaign 
against 
the 
sparrows there and are wiping them 
out. 
Since the first six sparrows ar­ 
rived here 15 years ago in a carload 
of hay, says Herron, the general mi­ 
gration 
of sparrows 
has 
been on 
from Utah. 
There are now spar­ 
rows at practically all towns on the 
desert and undoubtedly more are at- 
riVing here. 
Other birds are being driven out 
by the sparrows who destroy the 
eggs of the other birds.

| the government buildings. . 
Since the inauguration by the ex­ 
tremist wing of Sinn Fein 
of 
the 
campaign of terrorism the govern­ 
ment has been forced to evacuate 
over three hundred outlying police 
stations and concentrate their forces 
in large fortified barracks for de­ 
fense. 
This leaves wide areas in 
the south and west of Ireland with­ 
out police ‘‘protection.’' 
At the same time a number of 
the higher officials at Dublin Castle 
are virtually prisoners within the 
castle for their own protection. Fol­ 
lowing the m urder of two of the 
castle officials—Alan Bell and Com­ 
missioner Redmond—the other high­ 
er officials have been forced to take 
refuge within the castle enclosure. 
Several 
have 
received anonymous 
warnings th at they would be shot if 
they appeared in public.

terned” for their own protection is 
Sir John Taylor, Undersecretary for 
Ireland.

New Home 


Seven and 8-cent pieces are pro­ 
posed as a method of helping the 
over worked nickel and its poor re­ 
lation, the penny, in these days when 
■o many things that used to cost a 
nickel have jumped two or three I 
cents in price. Senator Frelinghuysen 
who sponsored the bill in the con-) 
gress, thinks the new coins would 
do 
away 
with 
much 
making 
of 
change. 
It has been so long since Ameri­ 
cans have known anything but the 
nickel and the penny, in the small­ 
est change line, that it might be 
hard to get used to the new coins, 
should they be adopted. In fact the 
Toited States has as few coins now 
aflat the beginning of its existence. 
In 1792 congress authorized the fol­ 
lowing coins for circulation: 
The 
dagle ($10), half eagle ($5), quarter- 
eagle ($2.50), the dollur, the “disme” 
(old spelling for dime), half disme, 
(5 cents), the cent, and the 
half 
cent. 
Double eagles came into being in 
1849. the year of the gold rush to 
California. In 1851, a new coin, the 
3-cent piece, three-quarter silver and 
one-quarter copper, was introduced, 
and two years later the $3 gold piece 
came into being. In 1857, they drop­ 
ped the H-cent, but minted a new | 
piece, a 2-cent coin, in 1864. In 1865, j 
the old 3-cent piece was dropped, a 
new 3-cent. piece, without any silver 
in it, was coined. It was made of 
copper and nickel. In the same year 
the old familiar motto, ‘‘In God We 
Trust,” was ordered by congress to 
be placed on certain coins of the 
realm. 
It is still there. 
The nickel of today came into be­ 
ing in 1866. In 1876 congress over­ 
hauled the entire coinage system, 
and 
decided 
upon the 
following 
coins: All the gold coins as they 
now stand; silver coins, the dollar, 
half-dollar: quarter and dime; minor 
coins, the 5, 3 and 1-cent pieces. 
The 5 and 3-cent coins were made 
of copper and nickel, and the cent , 
was of the humbler composition of , 
copper, tin and zinc. Since that time 
the 3-cent piece has fallen by the 
wayside.

"I have been inform ed that It was 
not A dm iral Sim s who originated this 
charge, but th at It was first m ade in 
the sen ate on A ugust 24, 1918, by 
S enator Penrose,” D aniels said. 
“Contained In Speech” 
“The original charges

One of the reasons why so many 
motor truck operators fail to ap­ 
preciate the importance of the driv­ 
er in the truck transportation sys­ 
tem is that most of them approach 
the subject from the passenger car 
angle. 
The average motor truck op­ 
erator has kept a passenger car long 
before he thought of converting his 
business transportation system from 
horses to trucks. 
For this reason he 
carries the passenger car view of 
the driver into the truck field, where 
it is totally wrong. 
The passenger car is designed to 
give its owner pleasure and to serve 
his convenience. 
It is not bought 
from motives of economy, though in 
the end it contributes to just that. 
On the other hand the truck is a 
business proposition pure and sim­ 
ple. 
It does not add to the owner’s 
pleasure nor does it serve his per-1 
sonal convenience. 
The 
chauffeur 
of the passenger cur may be most in­ 
efficient as far as keeping down ex- j 
penses goes and yet his style of 
driving may suit the owner adm ir­ 
ably, because pleasure and conveni­ 
ence aim the first consideration, not 
economy. 
The motor truck, on the 
other hand, must return 
a 
direct 
dividend in economy or it is not 
serving the end for which it was 
installed. 
It is for this reason that the wise 
truck owner will insist on proper 
education for his drivers. The driver 
cannot be 
expected 
to 
know for 
himself what 
will best serve the 
interests of the owner; he must be 
carefully instructed and then care 
must be taken to see that he carries 
out the lesson he has received. The 
only satisfactory method of impart 
ing this information is to draw on 
a regular schedule of maintenance 
instructions 
daily, 
weekly 
and 
monthly; also the work required of 
drivers will vary in different truck 
fleets. 
In the smaller fleets 
the 
men will be required to do all the 
ordinary maintenance “chores only, 
tho repairs and more difficult ad 
justm ents being sent to the repair 
shop or service station. 
In

of the larger fleets the drivers are 
not permitted to perform any work 
whatever, except the actual driving.
